Continuation of 7 and 1 1 : 

With regard to the rejection of claims 1, 3-6, 8-22 and 99-104 under 35 USC 112, first paragraph (written description), applicants argue 
that the claim limitation relating to culturing cells is supported in the specification such as those described on pages 6, 9 and 34-35. This is 
not found persuasive because although the specification describe culturing cells, it is distinct from the "culturing" limitation in the claims. 
While the above pointed disclosure in the specification describes culturing cells "under culture conditions in which one or more 
compounds or the minimal set of transportable compounds is withheld" (pages 6 and 7) or description "to formulate a medium in which the 
cell of interest is cultured" and "to formulate variants of the medium that lack one member of the minimal set, e.g., to verify the 
determination made from the model" (pages 34-35), etc., it doe not describe, explicitly or inherently, what is claimed: culturing cells in a 
medium selected based upon identification of the first set of precursor substrates and/or reactions that are sufficient to produce a set of 
target products or a second set of precursor substrates and/or reactions that are insufficient to produce the set of target products. 

Furthermore, the specification does not describe the term "target products," nor the first set of precursor substrates that are sufficient to 
produce a set of target products or a second set of precursor substrates that are insufficient to produce the set of target products. It is 
noted that the specification on page 10 describes "end-products" and "essential compounds," etc., but there is no indication that the 
"target products" recited in the claims are the same as the "end-products" or "essential compounds" described in the specification. 
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
